On October 10, 1965, Benjamin C. Bradlee, Managing 
Hiditor of "The Washington Post", by letter to USDS requested 
authorization for subject to visit Cuba for three or four 
weeks as a stari reporter for this publications He was to 
leave on or about November 12, 1965, His passport was 
validated for one round trip to Cuba on November 12, 1965, 
No time limit was set for this validation, 


Just had previously held passport number 2291269 
which was issued to him on July 18, 1960, at Chicago, Illinois. 
This passport was renewed at Washington, D. C., on April 16, 
1963, and amended to exclude his wife. The application for 
this passport filed at Chicago on July 15, 1960, showed that 
Just was a magazine reporter residing with his wife at 541 
Wellington Avenue, Chicago. This address was changed on the 


application to 424 Melrose, Chicago. His wife's birth date
